It was 11 degrees just before kickoff Monday 
night at the coldest Bears home game this sea- 
son. But in a parking lot outside Soldier Field, 
the Volpe family was grilling out. 

Sam Volpe, 52, a Bears season ticket holder 
for 27 years, stood between a simmering cube 
steak and a propane patio heater he brought 
from home. 

Yes, he was cold. But “it’s the Bears. I have 
to be here,” said Volpe, whose son stood near- 
by but whose wife took shelter in the fam- 
ily SUV most of the night before the game 
started. 

The family from Channahon, IIl., was 
among hundreds of people who tailgated out- 
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side the game, despite a reported wind chill of 
minus 5 degrees. 

The freeze delivered a thinner-than-normal 
crowd for pregame tailgating, said Fred Blitt, 
50, an attorney, who said he comes out to al- 
most every home game with a customized 
party van that was blasting a Kelly Clarkson 
song as he spoke. 

“It’s fun, but you gotta be prepared, other- 
wise you're going to be miserable,” explained 
Blitt, who said he brought a garbage can filled 
with wood for use as a fire pit during the pre- 
game party. 

Many fans in the parking lot before the 
game described themselves as seasoned veter- 
ans who knew the best techniques for keeping 
warm at the game: Layers are key, they said, in 
addition to having something to stand on, like 
cardboard, as a barrier to the unforgivingly 
cold concrete. For many, adult beverages also 
played a role. 


Other enduring fans bypassed tailgating 
and headed straight for the stadium, like Jen- 
nifer Canning, 26, of Lombard, who carried 
a blanket and wore snow pants on top of five 
layers of fleece-lined pants. Her dad, Chuck 
Canning, said he wore five layers. 

“I’ve been to much colder [games}],” Chuck 
Canning said. “I’ve done it for 49 years. If you 
dress right, you can be warm. I mean, you can 
be comfortable enough.” 

Inside the stadium, warming stations with 
chairs and heaters were expected to be oper- 
ating, stadium officials said Sunday. 

Still, the game’s kickoff temperature wasn’t

A family mourns

As authorities continued investigating the 
death of Jah’Niyah White, who died from a 
dog attack Saturday while at her maternal 
grandfather’s home in South Chicago, fam- 
ily members gathered at the home where the 
2-year-old died to mourn and call for justice. 

Kashairah Gardner and her mother, La- 
keeta Gardner, quietly tied balloons to a sign 
at East 91st Street and South Buffalo Avenue 
on Monday. 

“It’s a way to remember her, to keep her 
close to our hearts,” said the girl’s maternal 
grandmother, Lakeeta Gardner, 40, referring 
to a memorial of half a dozen teddy bears. 
“She loved balloons. She loved toys. She 
loved to play.” 

“I would like to see everyone involved pros- 
ecuted,” Gardner said. 

Chicago police say the girl’s death is under 
investigation and no charges have been filed. 
The family said they have not heard from the

The child was pronounced dead at 
3:40 p.m. Saturday at Jackson Park Hospital, 
according to the Cook County medical exam- 
iner’s office.

Sex, drugs and the 
‘James Bond’ effect

A medical journal that recently concluded that 
violence in PG-13 movies is skyrocketing has a 
new report showing that almost 90 percent of 
the highest-grossing recent movies have vio- 
lent characters, more than three-quarters of 
which also engage in drinking, smoking or sex. 

The study in Pediatrics, the monthly pub- 
lication of the American Academy of Pediat- 
rics, focused on the on-screen combination of 
violence and other conduct that the research- 
ers say makes violence look “as acceptable as 
these other behaviors.” The study also found 
that the mixture of violence and at least one 
other “risk behavior” such as alcohol or to- 
bacco use was nearly as common in films rated 
PG-13 as it was in movies rated R. 

Although the new study, being released 
Monday, did not reach any fresh conclusions 
about how audiences might be affected by 
the cinematic mixture of risky conduct, its 
authors reiterated that earlier investigations 
had shown that some consumers could and 
did emulate on-screen behavior. 

“We're interested in how adolescents view 
these films,” Daniel Romer of the Annen- 
berg Public Policy Center at the University of 
Pennsylvania said. “We know that some ado- 
lescents will initiate alcohol use, some adoles- 
cents will initiate tobacco use and some ado- 
lescents will initiate sex” based on what they 
see in entertainment. 

Romer and two other researchers at the 
university analyzed behavior of characters in 


390 of the most popular films in the United 
States from 1985 to 2010. 

Mirroring the report in Pediatrics a month 
ago, which found that gunplay in PG-13 re- 
leases had tripled in fewer than 30 years and 
that PG-13 titles were now more violent than 
R-rated movies, the new study found that 
violence was ubiquitous in Hollywood block- 
busters, with 89.7 percent of those 390 movies 
having at least one scene of violence. 

More troubling to the researchers, charac- 
ters that behaved violently in 77.4 percent of 
those 390 films also engaged in at least one 
other behavior considered dangerous for chil- 
dren and adolescents, primarily alcohol use or 
sex, which happened alongside violence about 
62 percent of the time. About half of those con- 
joined behaviors were immediately proximate, 
happening in the same five-minute window. 

Romer and the researchers called this the 
“James Bond effect,” wherein violence is 
glamorized by pairing it with other risky con- 
duct, or shown as acceptable as sex. The re- 
searchers cited a scene in Brad Pitt and Ange- 
lina Jolie’s “Mr. & Mrs. Smith” as an example 
of a film depicting violence and sex as equally 
acceptable. 

“We are concerned that these are shown as 
normal adult behaviors,” Romer said. 

Films rated PG-13 were almost as likely 
to depict violence alongside at least one 
other risky behavior as were R-rated movies; 
81.7 percent of PG-13 films included such a 
link versus 87.7 percent for R-rated titles.
